FOOD TRUST HIT HARD 
THREE NEGROES LYNCHED 
The Gettysburg Times 
Combine In Butter, Eggs and Poultry 
Lose Millions. 
New York, Jan. 16.—In open meet­ 
ing twenty-live of the largest whole­ 
sale dealers in butter, cheese, eggs 
and 
poultry confesed to each other 
that their efforts to force the public 
to pay high prices for produce had 
failed and that their campaign had 
brought them face to face with an im­ 
pending loss on butter alone of al­ 
most $3,000,000. 
At the same time it was announced 
that the cold storage warehouses warp 
go overcrowded that prices were being 
forced down in a sensational way aud 
that the slump in the last two weeks 
had brought poultry, eggs and certain 
grades of butter down to the lowest 
figures that had prevailed in seven 
years. There had been an average fall 
of about 33 1-3 per cent in prices in 
the last year. 
In other words, the wholesalers ad­ 
mitted they had over reached them­ 
selves and that from this time on the 
public 
would have less 
reason to 
clamor against the high cost of living, 
unless the retailers 
continued what 
was described as their “get-rich-quick” 
tactics. 
It was stated in open meeting that 
the prices of their products had un­ 
dergone a remarkable slump within 
the last three weeks, that the period 
of high prices was a m atter of the 
past and that food products would be 
marketed on a more reasonable basis 
for a long period to come. 
Dealers admitted to each other that 
the enormous stocks in the cold stor­ 
age warehouses forced them to the ne­ 
cessity of putting the products on the 
market at prices 
much 
lower than 
those at which they were originally 
purchased. One dealer declared: 
"There are 45,000,000 pounds of but­ 
ter in the warehouses of the country. 
The cost of carrying this stock has 
been at the rate of 3 cents a pound 
and the product now stands the deal­ 
ers to lose more than $2,500,000."

TELLS STORY OF 
POISONING SON 


M OUW MMS H ollis to Hot 


Former Confession. 


BOY POISON VICTIM. 


Five-Year-Old George Melber, Who 


Was Slain by Hi* Mother. 


GME 
THIRSTY 
BOY 
ACID 


Mrs. Melber 8aye She Fed Him Choco* 
late Until He Asked For Water, and 
Then Gave Him Poison to Drink. 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 16.—The funeral 
of five-year-old George Melber, who 
was 
poisoned by his mother, Mrs. 
Edith Melber, in a swamp near bere, 
took place from the residence of his 
grandparents in Schenectady. 
The confession which Mrs. Melber 
made was conlirmed and added to in 
minor details in her semi-hysterical 
conversation with Detective Reed, who 
brought her from Roches' cr to Al* 
barny. 
A ruse of the Albany police disap­ 
pointed several thousand persons who 
crowded the Union station and the 
streets outside to catch a glimpse of 
the woman on her arrival. They had 
the express stopped at West Albany, 
three miles front the center of the 
city, and Mrs. Melber and the detec­ 
tives who brought her from Rochester 
got out there. Thus when Mrs. Mel lier 
reached police headquarters in an au* 
tomobile the crowd there was com­ 
paratively small. 


Collapses In Her Cell. 
Though pale and trembling, the wo­ 
man maintained her composure until 
■ho got Inside her cell. and then she 
fainted. 
It was several minutes be­ 
fore the recovered sufficiently to be 
arraigned before the coroner, who baa 
charge of the case at present. 
District Attorney Hanford was pree- 
eut, but asked the woman no ques­ 
tions. Without being asked, Mrs. Mel­ 
ber identified the drug clerk who fold 
her the carbolic acid at a local phar­ 
macy. Aside from this she had noth­ 
ing to say and made no attempt to 
leny any of the admissions ascribed 
to her by the police of Rochester. 
The police are investigating a story 
that Mrs. Melber intended to marry a 
young Schenectady man as a possible 
motive for the crime. 
In answer to 
her plea that she was unable to give 
the boy proper care because she bad 
no money to keep him in an institu­ 
tion. they present the declaration of 
the relatives of the child's dead father. 
These say that since the father's death 
they have made several efforts to have 
the boy placed in their care, but that j 
the mother would not consent. 
The 
reason Mrs. Melber gave for this re­ 
fusal was that her husband s relative* 
declined to take the child unless she 
would agree to resign all claims on 
him. 
In her confession to the police after 
her hysterical outburst on being for­ 
mally charged with the murder, when 
■he first 
denied, then admitted the 
crime. Mrs. Melber gave as an ex­ 
planation that she could not place the 
boy in any Institution 
because she 
could not pay for bis support there. 
Hhe had been told to remove him from 
the Children's home at Schenectady, 
since she was falling to contribute any­ 
thing to his maintenance. 
"They told roe," she said, ' that I 
might take bim to the Albany borne. 
But there was no one there but a girl, 
and ahe said I’d have to get permission 
of the officers.” 
Mrs. Melber candidly admitted that 
■he told the Rochester police she had 
planned the murder of her boy; that 
■he brought bim from Schenectady to 
Albany, bought him a bag of choco­ 
lates and then got IO cents worth of 
carbolic acid and put the bottle in ber 
skirt pocket. 


Gave Thirsty Boy Acid. 
The boy slept with her that night, 
and on the following day she took him 
to the country, fed him with the choco­ 
lates, and upon reaching the lonely 
swamp on the Danker farm, on the 
Schenectady turnpike, gave the lad 
the carbolic acid when be asked for 
water.

Ice and Water Ie 8ix Feet Deep In the 
Streets and General Break Up of ( 
' Gorge Will Be Followed by Disaster. 


Lancaster, Pa., Jan. 16.—A break In 
th© twenty-five mile Ic© gorge on the 
Susquehanna river baa occurred just 
above Safe Harbor. That town is in 
imminent danger of being submerged. 
Already ice and water stand six feet 
deep In the main thoroughfares. 
A 
rise of a few feet more would flood the 
homes, while a general breaking up 
of the gorge would in all probability 
be followed by a disaster similar to 
that of 1904, when the entire village 
was buried under ice and water. 
The present break is only partial, 
and the main gorge holds firm. A sec­ 
tion of the pack gave way between 
Cresswell and Safe Harbor. A great 
volume of water and Ice was released. 
It swept down the river with a ter­ 
rific roar. 
Finding Its first outlet In 
the low lying Conestoga, it shoved up 
that stream, which in a twinkling rose 
twenty-five feet. 
At this stage the flood stands *pdl- 
cating that the break la not big enough 
to open up the gorge at York Furnace. 
When the ice at York Furnace lets 
go, the I12.OUU.UOO electric power plant 
below McCall's Ferry will be put to 
the test, which engineers are anxious­ 
ly awaiting. 
The river at that point rose about a 
foot and is pouring over the dam in 
unusual volume. 


Lock Haven Is Flooded. 

Pa., Jan 16.—The Ic© 
gorge In the Susquehanna river, near 
here, broke and part of the city was 
flooded. Railroad traffic was suspend­
